REFEREE*S CORNER 


Recently we had the pleasure of hearing end meeting Mr. D. Cramer ,. 


the official Coach of F.Ii:F.A. In discussions he said, and refer 
-ees agree, that Law 12 is a most contentious one, also the major- 
“ity of players fall foul of referces through this particular Law. 


Today we shall discuss two extremes, which tend to confuse players 


and spectators alike, Simply because they are not actually involv= 


ed or close enough to the play. Last season was without a doubt’ 


a very poor one for the number of players sent off and cautions 


were well above normal. Much of the increase was due to eeu 


-manly Conduct" or the use of "Foul or Abusive Language" to the 
‘referee, linesmen or other players, and not to rough or vicious 
‘play. Firstly what is ungentlemanly conduct? This may be any-— 
thing the referee decides, from smoking on the field to behaving 
in a@ Manner unbecoming a gentleman and a player. Consider the 
following question: "A player shouts to the referee in a loud 
voice requesting permission to leave the field of play which per- 
mission is granted. As the player nears the touch line the ball 
is kicked in his direction and, seeing his opportunity, he plays 
the ball." 

Answer: He would not be punished for shouting at the referee, 
but he would be cautioned for taking an unfair advantage of his 
opponents. Therefore the decision would be 2 caution and the 
game restarted with an indirect free kick. 

Everybody unfortunately hears bad language at the various soccer 
grounds. One might say that a player or spectator who uses this 
type of word isnot a gentleman, but he cannot under the laws of 


the game be charged with Ungentlemanly Conduct: 


ssact 
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The consensus of opinion say that the referee should ignore such language 
end get on with the game. . The law says a player shall be sent off the 
Field if he uses foul ‘or abusive language. The answer is simple and 
that the law should be enforced, because if the referee was to ignore 


this type of language either to himself, linesmen or to players he would 


be showing weakness and a lack.of control,.-a referee must be: firm at all 


times. Trouble on the field more often than not stems from bad lenguage. 
4 player swears at. an opponent, he retaliates with a petty foul, before 
long players are upset with the fouls more predominant. The referee may 
have to send a player off the field and possibly not the real offender, 
That is the player who used the language in the first place.. It must be 
remembered that the law is quite specific and that he shall:be:sent off 
the field if he uses. foul or abusive languages The player does not have 
to say it to an opponent, the mere fact that he uses it is the offence. 
And here now are some questions, to which our readers would like an 
answer. a 
Question 1s An offence has been committed within the penalty area. Is 
another decision, other than to award a penalty possible? 
Answers Yes, it is possible. An indirect free-kick for obstruction. 
Question 2: Can a player be off-side at a throw-in? + nes 
Answer? _ A player is not off-side when he receives the ball direct 
from a goal-kick, corner-kick or a throw-in.
